F RANCIS J. Henev, the now famous district attorney of San Fran¬ 
cisco wlio convicted Abe Rtief, a political boss of San Pran- 
citco, and win also hel|K-d to uncover the land frauds in Ore¬ 
gon and Washington, was lately in the east and was enter¬ 
tained at lunch by the City Club in Philadelphia wliere he made a 
speech. 

In this speech he explained that the conviction of Abe Ruef 
was not of great importance. Mr. Heney said that tlic confession 
of Abe Ruef, in which he implicated a "lot of rrsjicctable business 
men," is vastly more important than his conviction.

That depends. If Mr. Ilency can prosecute and punish these 
respectable business men, then til's confession is important. 

Because so much is clear, t rat it does not do any good to punish 
the effect and leave the cause untouched. There would be no corrupt 
and purchased political bos-es if there were no corrupt and purchasing 
business men. 

And Mr. Heney informed the public that there arc now in San 
Francisco about half a dozen men, big figures in politics, who arc 
scrambling for Ruef's place. 

So keen is the struggle for existence under the present economic 
system that these men—brainy men and inen of influence—do not 
seem to care that Ruef- career led him to the penitentiary. 


And this is easy enough to explain. And it is ridiculous to blame 
the political parties for it. 

A political boss is merely an agent. 

The head of a public service corporation wants a privilege or a 
franchise from the public. He is not willing to pay what lie ought to 
pay to tlic community for the privilege or for the franchise because 
there would be too little profit left for the promoter. 

Bv bribing the aldermen, the political bosses and other officials 
who arc in a ]>o-ition to give hint the franclii-c. the public service cor¬ 
poration can get it, let us say, for to per cent or possibly 5 per cent 
of its real value. 

It is simply a "business proposition." 

In other words, it is incomparably cheaper for the railroad or the 
street car company to bribe the mayor and tlic aldermen and super¬ 
visors. than to pay for the full value of the franchise to the people. 

. Primarily, therefore, business is at the bottom of all public cor¬ 
ruption. 

• * • 

As long as the railroad presidents, street car presidents, tele¬ 
phone corjmrations, gas corporations, or even the common contractors, 
continue to "do business'’ in the city, they will also be willing to pay 
to the political bosses for the ‘'delivery of the goods." And so long 
political biases will be found willing to deliver, even though there may 
be some danger connected with thf delivery. 

These political bosses know that there are tremendous profits 
mad? by such contracts and franchises—tliat there are millions in it. 

In a world where there is no social conscience, and where every¬ 
body has to look out for himself and his family, it is only natural that 
these- political bosses should fall an easy prey to the temptation of¬ 
fered them. They are, as a rule, also business men, and therefore 
want to get a sliare of the business. They are not in politics for 
their health and they also fear poverty and want security for them¬ 
selves and their families, in sickness and old age. 

Our economic system creates grafters here as everywhere else.

And it is characteristic that even now in San Francisco the select 
and refined and wealthy argtie in their clubs and homes that Mr. Pat¬ 
rick Calhoun, the president of the United Street Railroad Companies 
of San Fmacisco, was compelled to buy up Ruef and to bribe coun- 
cilmen and supervisors as a matter of business; that he otherwise 
could have done no business. These prominent and wealthy citizens 
take the ground that the cotinctlmen and supervisors of San Fran¬ 
cisco held up the public service corporations. 

This is undoubtedly true in some cases. But even then, as I 
pointed out before, this very spirit of business was to blame for it— 
the councilmen wanted their shire of the business, and they thought 
they had as much right to it as the capitalists. 


There arc no new developments 
in the Pouren and Rudowitz extra¬ 
dition cases. But the demand that 
the extradition treaty with Russia 
be abrogated is growing daily, and 
meetings all over the country are 
passing resolutions to that effect. 

Wc have received many copies of 
these, but space prevents their pub¬ 
lication.

At any rate, the first administration of Schmitz-Rnef was prob¬ 
ably the cleanest administration San Francisco has had in many years, 
although it had been brought about by a labor fakirs’ deal between the 
“reform” Republicans and the trades unions. 

But the public service corporations who had at first bitterly op¬ 
posed the new powers very soon made their peace with them. They 
found that they needed them in their business. 


But to come back to Mr. Henev's speech m Philadelphia, it is 
interesting to find tliat Mr. Henev linked that great railroad mag¬ 
nate. E. H. Harriman, with Mr. ftuef. 

"San Francisco is no worse and no better than the average Am¬ 
erican city," Mr. Heney said, “with the single exception, of course, 
of Philadelphia, and even here you have nothing like what we un¬ 
earthed in my city. But the causes of- corruption are the same in all 
cities. In San Francisco we found two elements at work. Coming 
from one source were the puhlic service corporations, and from an¬ 
other were the saloons and dives, while behind our hacks these forces 
joined hands 

“In this unholy alliance the boss was the connecting link, but he 
was simply the agent of the real boss—the big business man who 
wanted <0 exploit the public service cor|>oration. The political boss 
was really the small duck in the pond. Behind him was the public 
service corporation and the Southern Pacific railroad. 

"According to my deduction, the head of the legal department of 
the Southern Pacific railroad, W. F. Herrin, was the boss behind 
the apparent boss. But I am convinced that Herrin was, after all, 
the tool o’f the actual boss—E. II. Harriman.” 

For a moment the Philadelphia audience sat dazed Ur the daring 
character of this indictment, then burst into prolonged applause. 

"We must "reason from cause to effect,” Mr. Henev went on. “The 
corruption of the city life in San Francisco was not found in the deals 
made by Ruef. but was due to the fact that Harriman wanted to use 
certain men. Our real boss sits in New York city and reaches across 
the country in working out his schemes.” 


Tliat is all very interesting. But the remedy that Mr? Heney sug¬ 
gests—a uniform primary ballot and the voting for the “good men" at 
the primaries—is old and ridiculous. 

This medicine has been prescribed by every reform quack on 
every occasion for the last fifty years.

PENSIONS FOR TORTURERS. 

The president of the Russian 
Duma lias resigned in consequence 
of a scene which arose out of the 
government’s proposal to vote a 
-unt of $500,000 in pensions to 
gaolers. The Socialist deputies, 
whose most brilliant speakers have 
been sentenced to penal servitude 
for their opinions, angrily protest¬ 
ed against the grant, on account of 
the abominable tortures and cruel¬ 
ties meted oul to prisoners. 

Tlie Labor deputy, M. Rosanoff, 
alluded to the fact that recently 
there were twenty hangings ami 
thirty-seven death sentences in a 
single dav, and asserted that owing 


tor examination. "I he first 
question asked of him was: 'Pa you 
knotf ivhat you hat e been seal here 
for?' He answered, 7 think jar 
identification.' 'Xot for identifica¬ 
tion. but for torture.' was the reply. 
They threw him on a bench, tore 
the clothes front him, and six men 
proceeded to strike him with whips, 
among other tilings with the so- 
called ‘Maria Ivonovna,' a rvire 
whip covered with leather. They 
beat him on the head, on his arms, 
his back, and his organs until filial¬ 
ly hi- body turned into one open 
wound. 

A Fearful Experience. 

"P. Risga. arrested March 18, 
1906, was, after five months’ de¬ 
tention. forwarded to the Detective 
Division for 'examination.' The ex¬ 
amination wa ■ conducted under the 
direction of Gregus and Mikheyev. 
They ur 'raised him. threw him on 
a bench, ned him to it and proceed¬ 
ed to strike him witii rubber clubs. 
They first administered to him 
forty blows and paused, after that 
again as many, then after a small 
pause, they resumed the beating. 
They covered his hare hark with a 
wet rag and proceeded for the 
fourth time to beat him. They 
threw a noose around his neck 
threatening to hang him, and there¬ 
after they resumed the torture, un¬ 
til Risga liecame unconscious. They 
demanded of Risga a confession of 
having killed sonic Police Captain 
at the Providence of Mohilev. The 
next day it was shown by chance 
that he could not have participated 
in the murder and lie yvas sent back 
to the Central prison. But in Sc|>- 
tember he was again called to tlie 
| Detective Division; this time lie 


and at last they tied hi- feet with an 
iron chain and tianged him on the 
wall with his feet upward and in 
that condition they resumed the 
heating. 

“Tn Dondangen on Oct. 9, two 
brothers Trailon were shot by sen¬ 
tence of a field martial. They made 
a "clean breast* confession of hav¬ 
ing set fire to their neighbor's 
homestead. After thev had been 
-hot it was found that they had not 
done it."

Human life depends upon food, 
clothing anil shelter. Only when 
these are assured arc freedom, cul¬ 
ture and higher human development 
possible. To produce food, cloth¬ 
ing and shelter, land and machinery 
are needed. I-and by itself docs not 
satisfy human needs. Human labor 
gets raw materials and food out of 
the soil by creating ntachinery and 
using it u|ion the land. Whoever 
has control of land and machinery 
has control of human labor, and 
with it^of human life and liberty. 

Tcday the machinery and the 
land used for industrial purposes 
are owned hy a rapidly decreasing 
minority. So long as machinery is 
simple and easily handled hy one 
man, it does not make its owners so 
powerful that they can dominate 
the sources of life of others. But 
when machinery becomes more and 
more complex- and expensive, and 
requires for its effective operation 
the organized effort of many 
workers, its influence reaches oyer 
wider and wider circles of life. 
The owners of such machinery be¬ 
come the dominant class. 

The Masse, in Subjection. 

In proportion as the number of 
such machine owners compared to 
all oilier classes decreases, their 
power in the nation anil in the 
world increases. Tltey l-ritig ever 
larger masses of working people 
under their control, reducing them 
to the point where muscle and brain 
are their only productive property. 
.Millions of formerly self-employing 
workers thus become the "helpless 
wage slaves of the industrial tuas-

The Arbitration court on 
the other hand, being practically ig¬ 
norant of the details of the trade 
in dispute, must first of all he in¬ 
formed of these at the expense of 
much time and labor, and then it is 
not master of the details as those 
directly concerned in the trade, anti 
apt to make misstep which will be 
the fruitful cause of further conten¬ 
tion. But its advantages lie in a 
different direction. Deciding every 


more indirectly hut not less effec¬ 
tively than is tlic wage laborer: the 
small manufacturer and trader, who 
is engaged in a desperate and losing 
struggle for economic independence 
iti the face of the nil-conquering 
power of concentrated capital: and 
even the capitalist himself, who is 
the slave of his wealth rather titan 
it* master. The struggle of the 
working class against the capitalist 
class, while it is a class struggle, is 
thus at thnsame time a struggle for 
the abolition of all classes Att-l las 
privileges. 

Must Conquer the Pcltiical Power 

The private ownership of tla 
land and means of production used 
for exploitation, is the rock upon 
which class rule is built: "political 
government is its indispensable in¬ 
strument. The wage-workers can¬ 
not be freed from exploitation with¬ 
out conquering the tmlittcal power 
and substituting collective and dem¬ 
ocratic administration for private 
ownership of the land and the 
means of production used for ex¬ 
ploitation. 

The basis for such transforma¬ 
tion is rapidly developing within 
the very bosom of present capitalist 
society.

The convention was attended by 
308 delegates, representing 181 na¬ 
tional ami international unions, 
state and city central bodies and 
federal labor unions, with a total of 
15203 votes. 

The following were tlien affiliat¬ 
ed with the A. F. of L.: 116 inter¬ 
national unions, 38 state federa¬ 
tions, f,o6 city central bodies. 583 
local trade and federal labor un¬ 
ions. The international unions, 
consisting of approximately 28,700 
local unions of their respective 
trades callings. The average paid- 
up membership during the fiscal 
year was 1.586,885. an increase of 
47.9>5 over last year.

CHARTER CONVENTION DOING THINGS! 


The Charter convention Thurs¬ 
day night tentatively passed both 
the home rule bill and the corrupt 
practices act. When the committee 
on form and style get through with 
diem they will be finally adopted 
and taken to Madison for presents 
Bon to the legislature. The corrupt 
practices act is as follows: 

Corrupt Practice Act. 

Approved by Milwaukee Charter 
Convention Jan. 14, and referred 
tr> the committee ou Form and 
Style. » 

t. * Candidates for office in cities 
of the first class shall. upon filing 
nomination papers, a# required by¬ 
law. pay into the city treasury the 
sum of ten t Sio't dollars and shall 
leave with the citv clerk a state¬ 
ment of his candidacy not exceed- 
mg aoo word and ntay leave with 
the said clerk his phok>grai>b. Such 
statement shall contain no names 
of other candidates, or anything de¬ 
rogatory to them. 

It shall he the duty of the City 
Clerk to ]irci>arc and deliver at 
the residence of each registered 
voter of the city a copy of a 
booklet containing such statements, 
and pictures of each candidate op 
the page opposite- thereto, arranged 
in tltc order in which such names 
are to appear on the official hallot. 
Delivery of such booklets shall he 
made at lea n two weeks Itcfore anv 
primary election. When results of 
the primars /-lection arc known the 
city clerk shall prepare and deliver 
a -inula r booklet containing the 
statement anti pictures of nominees 
arranged in the order thrv are to 
appear on the official ballot, and 
also an official statement regarding 
bond issues, charter amendments or 
other matter- to be voted on at the 
coming election. Candidates shall 
be privileged to change or revise 
their statements appealing in the 


| second booklet. Such booklet shall 
jbe delivered at least one week be¬ 
fore election day. Booklets above 
desenhied may be purchased at cos* 
from the city clerk in quantities re¬ 
quired and distributed by candi¬ 
dates. or others at their own ex¬ 
pense. Provided, however, that 
booklets purchased, given out. or 
distributed -hal! not be mutilated 
or ad.lcd to in any wav. 

2. Candidates for office shall in¬ 
cur no expense except as provided 
in the foregoing section, except ne¬ 
cessary legal expenses, and the ex¬ 
pense of securing signatures tr> 
nomination papers as required by 
law. 

3. Within three days after any 
municipal election each nominee or 
candidate shall file w ith the /.city 
clyrk an affidavit that lie has fully 
complied with the provisions of 
this act and no certificate or | 
election shall lie issued to anv can¬ 
didate who fails to file such affida¬ 
vit. 

4. Tt shall lie the duty of the dis¬ 
trict attorney to proceed against 
any candidate who shall fail to 
tornply with the terms of this act. 
or against any candidate or official 
charged with violation thereof bv 
affidavit of three electors. 

5. Candidates or officials who 
shall fail to comply with, or enforce 
the provisions of this 'aw shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be subject 
to a fine of not more than $500 or 
imprisonment for not more than 
one year, or twth.
